Tho carrying out of a thorough sur 
vey of Manitoba and Saskatchewan for 
the complete eradication of barborry 
and buckthorn—the plants which help 
fa the spread of rust—-wlll be the first 
direct move made by the anti-rust 
committes, it was decided at a meet: 
ing in Winnipeg, aceording (o-an an- 
nouncement by Dr, J. H. Grisdale, do- 
puty minister of agriculture for the 
Dominion, and chairman of the com 
mitteo 

it was also announced that a build- 
fog for ruat research work would be 
erected at the Agricultural College 
of Manitoba, and that the college had 
given one nere of land for the bulld- 
ing and 26 acres for research work in 
crop development 

The univeratties of the prairie prov- 
inces, Dr, Grisdalo said, will co- 
operate with the federal department 
of agriculture and will be assisted by 
the Research Counchl of Canada in the 
campaign against the rust menace. 

The Winnipeg universities all itave 
beon assigned certain Hines of work 
under the committee A. staff of 
bretdors will work on finding wheat 
varietios that will be immune to rust, 
and another will inquire into the blo- 
logical forms of wheat rust, cspectal- 
ly studying the different phases in the 
growth of the fungus.

Of the nen-hereditary influences pre- 
disposing to crime are: Alcoholi¢ par- 
ents, immoral environment, uncongen- 
fal homes, poverty, divorced parents, 
evil associates, crime displayed in the 
press, or in the moyiesa, and the bad 
influence of correctional - institutions. 

There isa direct connection between 
hereditary feeble-mindedness and such 
social problems as poverty, vice, drug 
addiction and other phases of delin- 
quency. 

Poverty cannot be banished as long 
as feeble-mindedness ts slowly in- 
creasing among the great population. 
These mental defectives cannot com- 
peto with thetr normal and energetic 
fellows in their strugglo for existence. 
The higher grade defectives become 
criminal and immoral and the lower 
grades gravitate to institutions for the 
feeble-mipded,
